The IHsoetts of Dean,  a family of Scottish, 
"baronets,   owned Bean Hall   for nearly a century,   "before 
it was "bought   in 1821 toy William Augustus   Carson and 
his mother.     He "built his  celebrated house   in lH2f 
of "brick ;:iade across  the Back River at tie&way.     It  is 
well adapted to  the  southern climate with an encom- 
passing piazza  that  afforded a  superb view over his 
surrounding plantations,   and gave shade without  ob- 
structing air. 

In 1909* Dean Hall was sold to Ur. Benjamin 
H. Kittredge of l!ew York, who out of the rice-reserve 
waters  created  their well-known  Cypress Gardens. 
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
